Dear  Editor: 

It  seems  that  for  every  attempt 
by  those  who  would  do  something 
to  help  their  fellowmen  there  are 
those  who  would  ridicule  their 
efforts.  This  generally  is  done 
through  ignorance,  not  fact. 

After  reading  the  letter  to  the 
Editor  by  Ex-Sgt.  Fernstedt  rid- 
iculing the  soap  drive  held  by  a 
well-meaning  group  on  Campus 
last  week  for  distribution  to  the 
South  Vietnamese,  I feel  the  facts 
should  be  given  the  student  body. 

Contrary  to  what  Mr.  Fernstedt 
stated  in  his  letter,  the  charitable 
organizations  concerned  did  in- 
vestigate the  need  for  this  project. 
When  the  Campus  group  contact- 
ed our  office  and  solicited  our 
help  in  this  project  We  told  them 
that  orfly  after  we  had  determin- 
ed a need  in  South  Vietnam  for 
the  items  concerned  would  we 
give  them  an  answer.  We  then 


contacted  the  National  office  of 
American  Red  Cross  and  deter- 
mined that  there  was  a need,  and 
we  were  further  told  that  the 
soap  would  be  shipped  from  San 
Francisco  by  the  American  Red 
Cross,  and  would  be  distributed 
by  them  in  cooperation  with  the 
South  Vietnamese  Red  Cross.  At 
no  time  will  the  Vietnam  govern- 
ment be  involved  in  this  project. 
This  soap  will  be  distributed  pri- 
marily to  orphanages  and  hospit- 
als along  with  any  other  areas 
where  the  need  exists;  and  ac- 
cording to  our  information  this 
need  does  extend  to  many  of  our 
troups  in  that  area. 

This  drive  was  approved  by  the 
BYU  administration  and  by  Pres- 
ident Wilkinson  because  they  took 
the  time  to  get  the  facts.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  those  who  dis- 
sented did  not  do  the  same. 

In  all  fairness  to  the  young  men 
who  carried  out  this  project  and 
the  many  students  who  contribu- 
ted, we  feel  it  only  fair  that  they 
be  told  the  facts  and  be  assured 
that  their  efforts  were  for  a 
worthy  cause.  We  would  like  to 
assure  Mr.  Fernstedt  that  the 
American  Red  Cross  does  inves- 
tigate all  projects  carried  out, 
including  the  millions  of  dollars 
spent  locally  in  disasters  and 
other  programs,  as  well  as  world- 
wide help  to  the  needy.

This  is  especially  true  at  BYU  where,  on  the  surf; 
in  what  is.  supposed  to  be  a “fun  loving”  satire  to  pass 
conversation  of  the  day,  in  actuality  masks  a deeper  realii] 

BYU  will,  in  all  probability,  never  be  the  seedbed 
open  conflict  between  past  traditions  of  Mormon  culti 
and.  the  influx  of  liberalism  progressively  coming  into 
own  in  the  world.

Soviet  Cosmonaut  Vladimir  Kom- 
arov was  killed  Monday  when  his 
descending  spaceship  crash-landed 
after  becoming  entangled  in  its 
parachute  cords.  Komarov,  40,  who 
had  survived  an  earlier  space 
flight,  was  the  first  known  Soviet 
victim  of  the  space  race.  The  gov- 
ernment announced  plans  for  a Red 
Square  heroes’  funeral. 
VIETNAM— U.S.  jets  Monday  es- 
calated the  air  war  by  hitting  two 
North  Vietnamese  Mig  jet  fighter 
bases  for  the  first  time.  A spokes- 
man described  the  raids  with  frag- 
mentation bombs  as  “limited 
strikes.”  The  steady  escalation  of 
the  air  war  over  North  Vietnam 
was  reported  causing  new  strains 
among  Red  China’s  already  divid- 
ed leadership.
